EDA okays 
City Hall 
financing

The Economic Development .Ad­ 
ministration has given the final nod to a 
$1.36 million public works grant for a 
new Lompoc City Hall, Congressman 
Robert Lagomarsino’s office announced 
today. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
he received the call this morning which 
paves the way for the go-ahead on the 
$2 2 million Civic Center. It will be the 
first new City Hall ever for Lompoc. The 
remaining $840,000 cost of the approx­ 
imately 26,000-square-foot-stnicture will 
come from various city accounts. 
Wahlers said the city should receive 
the confirmation letter and accompany­ 
ing paper work “ in the next day or two.” 
He said the city staff is pushing ahead 
to get ready to go to bid soon. 
Groundbreaking for the project could be 
as early as mid-December, according to 


the city administrator. 
Because the city originally hoped to 
land the grant last year, preliminary 
architectural designs already have been 
completed. 
San Francisco-based 
architect Bob Wong has been working on 
a design for the complex since last fall. 
The announcement has city officials 
breathing easier today. Critically 
crowded conditions at the present city 
hall — a former USO building of the 1940s 
— have pushed city personnel into 
makeshift offices in the auditorium. 
Previously used for City Council 
meetings, Wahlers said he didn’t know 
what the city would do if it had to return 
council sessions to the city auditorium. 
Council now meets in the School Ad­ 
ministration Board Room. 1301 North A 
Street. 
Barring unforseen snags, the city 
hopes to be in the new building in early 
1978. 
Carter labels 
canal treaty fair 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Carter today told a cross section of the 
country’s business and former govern­ 
ment leaders that the Panama Canal 
treaties to be signed tonight reflects the 
“ basic fairness of our nation.” 
“ I think its a fair treaty,” he said. “ I 
think its one that guarantees the open­ 
ness of the canal.” 
Carter, who signs the controversial 
treaties during a ceremony attended by 
most of the leaders of North and South 
America, briefly outlined the agree­ 
ments for a group of about 70 labor, 
business, civil rights and former Cabinet 
members which he invited to the White 
House. 


The two treaties must still be ratified 
by the Senate, where strong conservative 
opposition has developed against turning 
the key waterway over to Panama on 
Jan 1. 2000. 


“ I consider the canal now, and in the 
future, to be very important for the 
security and defense and strength of our 
country.” Carter said, assuring the 
group that the treaty will not weaken the 
nation’s stature. 


He described the treaties as “ a matter 
that effects our economy, trade, 
friendship and basic fairness of our na­ 
tion ... and our relationship with the na­ 
tions of this hemisphere.” 
H Street project 
plans puzzle Council

Lompoc City Council got hung up in a 
few left turn lanes of its own last night. 
City planner Rob Northrop introduced 
the final plans of the North H Street 
Improvement project and took about five 
minutes to explain two detailed drawings 
before a flurry of confusion hit. 
Council already had approved the 
beautification of the first two blocks of 
North H Street earlier this year. This 
time the final drawings and a $44,500 
request for additional improvements 
were brought before the city body. Coun­ 
cil previously okayed $57,000 for the 
project which, added to last night’s 
request would up the final price tag to 
$101,500 


But, City Councilmen Joe Valencia and 
Charles Ward claimed the council had 
been duped Both contended the eight- 
foot-wide medians planned for the two 
blocks had been shortened since the 
original plans were approved by council 
That was the "whole idea” said Valen­ 
cia. to prohibit dangerous mid-street left 
turns. 
Administrative Assistant Rocky 
Fluhart and Director of Public Work's 
Barry Gustafson countered that with the 
medians in the drawings, it would be ex­ 
tremely awkward to make left turns into 
the Bank of America or Beattie Motors 
in the 200 block of North H. Valencia and 
Ward agreed it might be awkward — but 
not impossible. 
Gustafson and Valencia butted heads 
when the Public works director 
adamantly claimed the shorter medians 
were necessary to allow a six-car feeder 
for the left turn lanes. Valencia was just 
as convinced only three- or four-car 
feeder lanes were necessary. 
After sitting silent for most of the 30- 
minute dialogue. Councilman E C. 


Stevens moved the city sUff bring back a 
report of the advantages and disadvan­ 
tages of both the legal and safety aspects 
of lengthening the medians 
The project is on a rush order to be 
completed before the state is scheduled 
to install new signals and to make street 
improvements on H Street in July, 1978. 
Besides the medians, the project in­ 
cludes landscaping for sidewalks and the 
medians, striping left turn lanes on both 
blocks and widening the 200 block of H 
Street to 76 feet. The added work lists 
colored sidewalks, driveways, curbs and 
gutters and benches placed along the 
sidewalks.

District for the future signing of a con­ 
tract for water from the state water 
project 
Both City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
and City Attorney Alan Davidson were 
absent and city officials wanted to post­ 
pone a decision pending several matters 
including the Santa Ynez Water Conser­ 
vation District’s action on a report on the 
Santa Ynez River Basin water supply. 
Council should decide the issue at their 
next meeting Sept. 20 
— Tabled a proposal by Assistant City 
Administrator Bob Livingston that the 
city exchange its $16,729 14 interest in 
federal Safer Off-System Road funds 
alloted Santa Barbara County for 
$12,546.86 in gas taxes.

Economics could block 
state water from county

“ It’s very possible the state water 
project will never see the light of day in 
Santa Barbara County because of the 
high costs and the resultant political op­ 
position.” 
That dire assessment came from 
Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, during a four-hour board of 
directors meeting in Santa Ynez. 
Oakdale man 
arrested for 
SM bank robbery 


FBI agents have arrested Wilbur Ben­ 
nett Davis, 57. of Oakdale, on charges of 
robbing the Bank of America branch in 
Santa Maria recently of $1,000. 
Davis was taken into custody at a 
motel in Turlock following a stake-out by 
FBI agents assisted by local police. The 
suspect was booked in Stanislaus County 
Jail. 
FBI officials described Davis as an un­ 
employed salesman He will be formally 
charged in federal complaints issued by 
a U.S. magistrate in San Luis Obispo to­ 
day. The F B I said Davis will be 
arraigned in Modesto on bank robbery 
charges If convicted, he could face 20 
years in prison or a $5,000 fine, or both. 


Hatch repeated that gloomy view 
following the meeting, and added: “ So 
without state water, the small gains es­ 
timated to result from conjunctive use 
may look very good to us.” 
Hatch’s pessimism followed disclosure 
that untreated state project water will 
cost about $725 per acre foot delivered in 
the Lompoc area The estimate was set 
forth in a report by Thomas M Stetson, 
district engineering consultant. 


Stetson said it was assumed that the 
high cost of the water would restrict it 
to non-agricultural uses. 
Stetson had prepared his report to 
show what it would cost if a tax were to 
be applied to the district as a whole. 
Stetson said it has been assumed that 
areas that file commitments for the 
state water will pay for it. 


Stetson's report was one of the stepp­ 
ing stones aimed at assisting local 
purveyors to determine whether they 
want to file commitments with the 
County Water Agency by Sept. 20. The 
City of Lompoc is considering a Water 
Commission recommendation to ask for 
2,500 acre feet beginning with an initial 
delivery of about 750 acre feet in 1986, 
first year that the county could expect 
delivery. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson was on 
hand to represent the city. He said that 
he had asked his city council to delay 
acting on the commitment recommenda­ 
tion until Stetson's report could be 
studied. Later he said he thought “ the 


city could handle the high costs. 
This may be the last time we have to 
buy supplemental water outside of the 
Salsipuedes Creek project.” he told the 
water district directors The creek runs 
south of Lompoc and has long figured in 
studies on possible supplementary water 
sources. 
Director Richard Henning, represen­ 
tative of Division 1 in Lompoc, voted to 
accept Stetson’s report, but initially said 
the state water "is astronomically ex­ 
pensive.” 
He told his fellow directors that 
ranchers and farmers, particularly dry 
land farmers “ would not buy” the water 
under the financing proposals now being 
studied 
The pessimistic tone of Hatch’s com­ 
ments was coupled with two other 
blockbusters: 
He announced that the 
county’s advisory committee is prepar­ 
ing to, in effect, fire the CDM Corp., and 
take over the job of completing studies 
on conjunctive use. 
“ CDM has to be 
taken out of the picture,” he declared. 
“ It’ll only remain for the county to 
determine whether it wants to sue CDM 
for failure to perform.” CDM has been 
under contract with the county to study 
the ramifications of conjunctive use on 
the various water basins of the county. 
In a final declaration Hatch won board 
approval for a letter calling on the 
Bureau of Reclamation to consider suing 
the City of Santa Barbara for violating 
legal barriers in the diversion of water at 
Gibralter Reservoir. 


Fire burns 
woman; 
man held

A Rialto woman was burned seriously 
early today as fire gutted a Lompoc 
apartment where she was visiting, and a 
Port Hueneme man was in custody for 
questioning in that city in connection 
with the case. 
Denise Evelyn Edwards, 24, was listed 
in serious condition in Santa Barbara 
County General Hospital today with 
burns over much of her body. Lompoc 
firefighters broke down the door of the 
apartment at 220 W. College Ave., and 
found the woman, collapsed just inside 
the door. Officials said it appeared that 
the woman had tried to escape through 
the door, but couldn’t get the deadbolt 
unlocked. 
Several hours after the fire, Rafael 
Raul Valadez, 45, was taken into custody 
in Port Hueneme and booked in that city 
on charges of arson and attempted 
murder. Lompoc detectives were en 
route to that city to question the man. 
Lompoc Police Chief J D. Smith said 
Valadez had bums and cuts on his hands 
and face when taken into custody. Police 
were holding the man for questioning 
despite a statement by Edwards at Lom­ 
poc Hospital that the man had not tried 
to harm her. 
Smith said his department got a call at 
12:34 a.m. today to investigate a possible 
prowler in the 200 block of West College 
Avenue. Officers spotted smoke coming 
from the apartment, one of several in the 
County Housing Authority’s low cost 
housing area, and called the fire depart­ 
ment. 
Smith said witnesses can place 
Edwards and Valadez at a Lompoc 
tavern last night and in the apartment 
later. 
Smith said initial investigation tends to 
show that Valadez had a key to the apart­ 
ment, which is believed rented by a 
friend 


Bombs go off 
in Washington 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Two bombs 
— one less than 100 yards from the White 
House grounds and the other adjacent to 
the Soviet embassy — exploded minutes 
apart early today amid indications they 
were the work of anti-Castro com­ 
mandos. 
FBI agents were investigating the pre­ 
dawn incident which occurred on a day 
the nation’s capital was jammed with 
hundreds of dignitaries from Latin 
America in Washington to sign the new 
Panama Canal treaties tonight. 
No injuries were reported. 
White House press secretary Jody 
Powell declined comment on the bomb­ 
ing incidents and said he did not know 
whether President Carter had heard the 
explosion near the White House 
UPI bureaus in Washington and Miami 
received telephone calls from persons 
claiming responsibility for the bomb­ 
ings

Patron safeguards in cable tv franchise proposal 


(Editor’s note: This is the second of 
two articles about the proposed cable tv 
franchise which would take effect next 
year.)

The proposed cable tv franchise to 
take affect in September, 1978 is laden 
with provisions to protect the patrons. 
The present contract — born 14 years 
ago during the infancy of cable television 
— contains no provisions for quality con­ 
trol or customer feedback. But, that 
should all change in late 1978 
“ The main change between this 
franchise and the old one,” said the 
author of the new pact, City Attorney 
Alan Davidson, “ is simply a number of 
additional points of regulation.” 
The new franchise requires the cable 
company to staff an office within the city 
to be open during regular business hours 
which is capable of receiving customer 
calls 24 hours a day. 
In addition, the franchise requires the 


tv service to respond to complaints or 
service requests “ within six working 
hours ... of the complaint or request ” 
The present franchise contains no 
requirement for even minimum staffing 
of an office. 


Further additions provide: 
— Prorated rebates for interruptions 
in service. Although TelePrompTer 
provides gratis installation, the new 
franchise — designed to adapt to any and 
all cable tv companies the city might 
deal with in the near future — specifies 
subscribers can obtain refunds for in­ 
stallation charges within the first ninety 
days of service if a company fails “ to 
render the service in accordance with 
the standards required of the system ” 
— A 25 per cent cost break if service 
falls below “ any performance standards 
required by law, the franchise or FCC 
rules for a full three-month period. 
— Financial penalties paid to the city 
of $75 a day for failure to wire specified 


areas within the city and $10 a day for 
each requesting customer it fails to 
serve within a specified period 
— A requirement that the cable ser­ 
vice make “definite appointments” upon 
first contact installation or alterations. 
The proposed franchise stipulates the ap­ 
pointments “ are to be made within three 
working days of the contact.” 
The tentative contract does not contain 
detailed technical or reception standards 
for a good reason. In 1972, the Federal 
Communication Commission adopted its 
own guidelines which regulate cable tv 
service nationally. 


TelePrompTer. which serves just over 
1 million cable customers and 140 
systems the size of Lompoc, has plans of 
its own to improve reception in the Lom­ 
poc Valley. 
TelePrompTer Manager Joe Johnson 
said his company will install all new 
solid state microwave equipment worth 
between $80.000 and $100.000 “ within one 


year of the new franchise and I would 
say quicker than that.” 
He said the added equipment would 
allow cleaner transmission of 
microwaves which come from about 150 
miles away in Los Angeles. 
“Anytime you are trying to pick up 
signals from further than 50 to 60 miles 
away,” Johnson explained, “ you’re go­ 
ing to have problems.” 
He said Lompoc’s signal is relayed 
from the Los Angeles transmitter to 
another transmitter atop Sulfur Peak, 
south of Santa Barbara toward Ojai. 
From there it is sent directly to Lompoc, 
a distance Johnson said is marginal for 
reception quality. 
Regardless, Johnson, said it could be 
worse for Lompoc subscribers. 
“ Believe it or not,” claimed the Lom­ 
poc manager, “ people in Lompoc have 
better reception than people sitting in 
Los Angeles right under the transmit­ 
ters. They have the problem of much 
more electrical interference ” 


The new franchise also provides two 
annual checks on a cable company. 
First, the tv service must provide a year­ 
ly written report which includes a sum­ 
mary of the previous year’s activities in 
system development, services begun or 
dropped, subscribers gained or lost, a 
summary of complaints and extensive 
financial information. 


Then, the cable servie^ would be sub­ 
ject to a city-directed evaluation by an 
independent city-selected firm. The 
study would investigate whether the 
franchise holder is complying with the 
franchise and FCC requirements. 


But, before any or ail of the above 
become reality, Davidson said there are 
still a couple of snags to be worked out. 
The city attorney said he would let city 
council decide if the franchise will allow 
advertising and whether or not it will 
require public disclosure of free or dis­ 
counted service. 
City Councilman Charles Ward reaf­ 


firmed his stand that he will not support 
a franchise which does not contain a 
'public disclosure clause. 
“ I don’t necessarily want the name of 
each individual who is getting free ser­ 
vice,” said the Lompoc attorney, “ but 
you should be able to tell me the types of 
people who are getting it - whether 
they’re senior citizens or what. 


“ I don’t mind giving free service to 
deserving groups, but I sure as hell don’t 
want any city employes or city coun- 
cilmembers getting it." 


“ We’re making it real clear ’’ 
Davidson said, “ they can do this (free or 
discounted service) just like any other 
business in the world ... as long as 
there’s nothing wrong with it.” 
“ I have no real objection to that,” said 
Johnson, who has released lists of 
citizens on the TelePrompTer dole, “ but, 
I think that’s a decision that should be 
made at the business level and not at the 
governmental level.” 


Supervisors endorse measure 
to ban tankers from SB Channel 
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L egislation proposed by 
C o n g ressm a n R o b ert J. 
L agom arsino to proh ibit 
tankers transporting Alaskan 
crude oil from using Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel waters was en­ 
dorsed Tuesday by the Board of 
Supervisors. 


Michael Wootton, district ad­ 
ministrative assistant to Rep. 
Lagomarsino, (R-Ventura), has 
introduced legislation (H.R. 
2456) intended to ban south­ 
bound tankers from traversing 
the channel areas between the 
C hannel Isla n d s and the 
mainland. 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds had 


recommended the board en­ 
dorse Lagomarsino’s proposed 
legislation. 
Reynolds reminded the super­ 
visors that the board already is 
“on record as opposing un­ 
restricted passage of vessels 
transporting Alaskan crude oil 
through Santa Barbara Channel 
waters,” and concurred with 
the C oast G uard's in itial 
proposal that southbound 
tankers carrying Alaskan crude 
travel outside the Channel and 
that northbound empty tankers 
go inside the Channel. 
Reynolds remarked that the 
Coast Guard “has since deter­ 
mined that both southbound and 
northbound Alaskan tankers 


will be permitted through the 
Channel on the grounds that 
there is no traffic density 
problem.” 


Meanwhile, Chevron USA has 
applied to the Army Corps of 
Engineers for a permit to set up 
a production platform 9.3 
nautical miles offshore of an 
area between Carpintería and 
Ventura. 


The application has already 
been approved in principle by 
the U.S. Geological Survey, it 
was understood. The approval 
came from the USGS regional 
office in Los Angeles, although 
some environmental assess­ 
ment is yet to be made.

Gustafson urged council to 
reset speed limits in the area to 
30 miles per hour to conform 
with the California Highway 
Code speed trap law and allow 
the two legs of O Street to be 
legally patrolled with radar. 

Guastafson 
explained, prohibits setting a 
speed limit not based on a sur­ 
vey and enforcing it with radar.

speed limit set accordingly. If 
you’re talking about speed 
regulation, radar is the most ef­ 
fective tool you can use.”

Ward, who initially opposed the 
ordinance, then changed his 
mind. 
“What we will have here,” 
Ward said, “ is an enforceable 
30-mile-per-hour limit as op­ 
posed to an unenforceable 25.”

Technicians worked for more 
than three weeks unraveling the 
m ystery which caused the 
number two guidance, naviga­ 
tion and control computer to 
drop off line when the orbiter 
separated from the 747 taxi jet 
during the historic Aug 12 free 
flight 
The IMB computer was one of 
four which work in concert and 
failed to m ar an otherw ise 
perfect flight. The other three 
computers carried out neces­ 
sary functions. 
However, had 
the com puter m alfunctioned 
prior to separation or even 
take-off, officials would have 
aborted the flight. 
A combined team of avionics 
specialists traced the problem 
to a printed circuit board in the 
num ber 
two 
in p u t/o u tp u t 
processor. 
The board was transm itting 
commands erratically and ap­ 
parently caused the computer 
to fall out of synchronization 
with the remaining three. 
After the faulty circuit board 
was isolated, the investigating 
team was able to re-enact the 
events which led to the failure. 
The number two computer was 
repaired by IBM and has been 
reinstalled in the Enterprise.

University biologist says he has 
conducted laboratory tests that 
indicate a cancer treatment in­ 
volving Laetrile appears ef­ 
fectiv e in figh tin g b reast 
cancer in mice. 
Most American health au­ 
thorities have condemned Lae­ 
trile as a worthless treatment 
for cancer, but some states 
have legalized it in response to 
growing demand for it from 
cancer victims

ANCHORAGE, Alaska ( U F t ) 
— A twin-engine Alaskan com­ 
m u ter p la n e c a rry in g 13 
persons today was missing and 
presum ed crash ed in the 
wilderness along a 250-mile 
route between here and Iliam- 
na. authorities said. 
Search planes homed in on an 
em ergency electronic signal 
shortly after the crash Tuesday 
afternoon, but it belonged to 
another downed plane, said an 
Air Force spokesman. The pilot 
was uninjured and planned to 
make his own recovery, said 
Capt. Richard Hodges. 
Search and rescue aircraft 
from Elmendorf Air Force 
Base were ordered into the 
skies at first light in hopes of 
locating the missing commuter 
aircraft, a DeHaviland Twin 
O tter op erated by A laska 
Aeronautical Industries. 
The plane, carrying 11 pas­ 
sengers and a two-man crew, 
failed to arrive at Anchorage 
International Airport Tuesday 
afternoon on a one and one-half 
hour flight from Iliamna. 
The Anchorage-based plane 
had only enough fuel for a 
three-hour flight, said a spokes­ 
man for the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 
The plane’s last communica­ 
tion with Anchorage Air Route 
Control came 30 minutes after 
takeoff at the north end of Lake 
Iliamna 
No problem s were 
reported at that time, said the 
FAA spokesman 


chairman of the biology depart­ 
ment at Loyola, said in an inter­ 
view Tuesday his tests show 
Laetrile, used in conjunction 
with vitamins and enzymes, car 
cause rem ission of b reast 
can cer in m ice. He said 
previous tests on Laetrile had 
dealt with the controversial 
substance itself and not its use 
in a com plete therapeutic 
program. 
He called his research a pos­ 
sible “ step toward the ultimate 
cure of cancer.” 
Manner said he will divulge 
his expermental methods at the 
annual meeting of the National 
Health Federation in Chicago 
so other cancer researchers can 
repeat his experiments. He said 
he is confident they will come 
up with the same results and 
“ then the FDA can release it 
for human trials.” 
Manner said about a year and 
half ago he began the same type 
of tests “ used so effectively by 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tio n in t a lk in g a g a in s t 
Laetrile.” 
“ We came up with exactly 
the same results, which would 
lead us to the conclusion that 
Laetrile is worthless,” he said. 
“ We changed our outlook and 
began to realize that Laetrile 
would be effective only if used 
in conjunction with a complete 
therapeutic program.” 
Instead of using Laetrile by 
itself, Manner began adminis­ 
tering it along with various 
vitamins and enzymes to his lab 
mice. 
“ When we first started, our 
results were good but still not 
as good as I wanted,” he said. 
“ Gradually we have been alter­ 
ing the vitamins and enzymes 
and the concentrations of them. 
“ About four months ago we 
got com plete rem ission of 
cancer.” 
“ Because the results were so 
outstanding, we didn’t release 
them We repeated them twice 
and got the same results.” 
He said 105 mice with breast 
cancer were involved in his 
three experiements, 35 animals 
in each test. 
He said he believes the treat­ 
ment could be applied to “ any 
type of solid tumor that you can 
feel from the outside of the 
body. ” 


G. Gordon Liddy leaves 
prison cell as pauper 


DANBURY, Conn. (UPI) - 
W atergate m asterm ind G. 
Gordon Liddy emerged today 
from prison the same way he 
entered in January 1973 — 
cloaked in self-imposed silence. 
Liddy, who has never spoken 
out publicly about the nation’s 
biggest political scandal, left 
the Danbury Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution at 9:30 a.m. 
today, officially a pauper. 
He refused to answer all but 
two questions from reporters. 
Asked where he was headed, 
Liddy replied, “ East of the sun 
and west of the moon.” Asked 
how he felt, Liddy uttered a 
German phrase, apparently 
meaning, “ It doesn’t really 
m atter.” 
L id d y ’ s w ife, 
F r a n c e s, 
parked the fam ily’s brown 


Pinto 50 feet from the prison 
entrance at about 9 a.m. and 
walked into the facility to greet 
her husband who looked slim 
but healthy 
Liddy, 46, once told presiden­ 
tial aide John Dean he would 
rather be gunned down on the 
streets of Washington by a 
sniper than divulge the details 
of Watergate. A former FBI 
agent, Liddy was imprisoned 
Jan. 30, 1973 and has served by 
far the m ost tim e of any 
Watergate figure, 52Vk months. 
He took a pauper’s oath Tues­ 
day in Williamsport, Pa. where 
he told U.S. Magistrate William 
H. Askey he could not pay a 
$40,000 fine before leaving 
prison because he owes $275,000 
in legal fees and has assets of 
only $310. 


Economist favors wage, 
price control by Carter 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Harvard economist John Ken­ 
neth Galbraith said Tuesday 
President Carter must impose 
wage and price controls if he is 
serious about halting inflation 
and cutting unemployment 
Speaking before the Interna­ 
tional Union of Building Socie­ 
ties and Savings Associations. 
Galbraith said the alternative 
to such controls is manipulation 
of fiscal and monetary policy to 
arrest the rate of inflation. But 
he said using this means would 
mean “ a very large amount of 
unemployment." 
“ If, as the administration in 
Washington promises, unem­ 
ployment is to be effectively 
reduced, there will have to be 
controls 
Those who believe 
otherwise believe that God is a 
Democrat.” 
Noting that prices continued 
to rise through a recent reces­ 
sion. Galbraith said, fiscal 
manipulations will not be effec­ 
tive. 
“ There rem ains only one 
alternative; that is to restrain 
incomes and prices not by un­ 
employment but by direct in­ 
tervention — by an incomes and 
price policy.” 


“ No one should imagine it 
will ever be easy or popular. 
But it is probably an essential 
supplement to orthodox mone­ 
tary and fiscal policy.” he said. 
Galbraith said most of the in­ 
dustrial countries, including 
Britain, Germany. Scandinavia 


and C an a d a , a re m oving 
towards an “ incomes policy 
which considers the effect of 
wage concessions on both 
domestic inflation rates and ex­ 
ternal competitive positions ” 
He said he would not be sur­ 
prised if a United States wage 
and price control policy is 
developed soon.

Boston 
students 
miss school

Thousands of Boston school 
kids either missed or were late 
for their first day of school to­ 
day when a bus company could 
not come up with enough vehi­ 
cles at the last minute. 
Elsewhere around the nation, 
students flashed new clothes 
and notebooks in a staggered 
back to school operation that 
extended through the week and 
so far has produced few serious 
problems. 
Chicago began its widely 
criticized school busing pro­ 
gram with about 610 minority 
students bused to less crowded 
schools in predominantly white 
neighborhoods There were no 
disturbances. 
The children, mostly blacks 
and Latinos, rode chartered 
buses from crowded ghetto 
schools under heavy police 
guard. Pickets appeared out­ 
side several schools, but the 
children walked past them 
without incident. 
In a dozen states, teacher 
strikes muffled school bells 
summoning youngsters back to 
ihetr classroom s and more 
walkouts were threatened in 
last-minute 
bargaining ses­ 
sions 
In K ansas City, Mo., the 
superintendent of schools and 
other public o fficials rode 
school buses on the first day of 
school today to show support 
for peaceful implementation of 
a federally ordered desegrega­ 
tion plan. No disturbances were 
reported. 
Dayton. Ohio’s second year of 
court-ordered busing began 
without incident. About 13,500 
students were transported 
aw ay from neighborhood 
schools 
Less than a half hour before 
school buses were scheduled to 
roll for Boston’s fourth year of 
c o u r t- o r d e r e d 
sc h o o l 
d e se g re g atio n , the School 
Department announced that 
buses would not be available for 
students in South Boston, 
D o rc h e ste r and p a r ts of 
predominantly black Roxbury. 
About 5,000 students in 62 
schools were affected by the 
sudden change in plans which 
was not announced until 6:35 
a.m. 
C lasses were supposed to 
begin for students in grades one 
through nine today.

PASADENA (UPI) - Voyag­ 
er 1, about 700,000 miles from 
earth heading towards Jupiter, 
tested solar winds Tuesday and 
prepared its instruments to 
send back m essages as it 
traveled at nearly 23,000 miles 
an hour.

Both probes will be hurled 
tow ard ringed Saturn by 
Jupiter’s gravity and will even­ 
tually travel out of the solar 
system into inner space.

Tax relief 
panel seats 
filled 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Homicide inspectors hope a 
$25,000 reward will crack the 
silence of Chinatown and help 
them find three masked 
gunm en who shot up a 
restaurant on Sunday, missing 
their targets but killing five in­ 
nocent bystanders. 
The reward was posted Tues­ 
day by Mayor George Moscone, 
who called the shootings at the 
popular Golden Dragon 
Restaurant “ a brutal and 
senseless attack.” 
Dining at the restaurant were 
the lead e r and sev eral 
members of the Wah Ching, a 
Chinatown youth gang that has 
been involved in a bitter rivalry 
with the “Joe Boys,” over local 
power and prestige. 
Police said the Wah Ching 
chieftain, Michael Louie, 20, 
was undoubtedly the prime 
target of the gunmen, who 
sprayed the restaurant with a 
one minute fussilade of bullets 
None of those killed nor any of 
the 11 who were wounded were 
gang members. 
Louie and several others 
were unscathed in the attack. 


having taken cover as soon as 
the ski-masked killers entered 
the restaurant. 
Police said rivalry between 
the two gangs was believed 
responsible for dozens of kill­ 
ings in Chinatown during the 
past seven years, many of them 
in broad daylight. 
Their prize for being in 
power, police said, involves 
jobs in Chinatown’s high rolling 
gambling dens, the extortion of 
merchants and ‘‘lots of free 
meals and free entertainment.” 
Police Lt. Daniel Murphy 
said that in Sunday's random 
shootings ‘‘the Joe boys were 
attacking the Wah Ching.” 
Murphy said Louie and his 
friends ‘‘hit the floor” before 
the shooting started, whereas 
other diners in the restaurant 
remained in their chairs and 
were accidentally in the line of 
fire. 
Police Chief Charles Gain 
said witnesses to the shootings 
were reluctant to come for­ 
ward He offered to give anyone 
who offered inform ation 
around-the-clock protection if 
thev so desired

Deposit bill 
passed by Senate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation prohibiting land­ 
lords from demanding non- 
refundable security deposits 
has passed the Senate on a bare- 
majority 21-11 vote. 
The bill (AB94) by Assembly­ 
man Herschel Rosenthal, D-Los 
Angeles, was returned to the 
Assembly for consideration of 
amendments. 
The measure also would 
require landlords to itemize 
deposit deductions in writing. 
Tenants could receive as much 
as $200 in damages if a judge 
found a landlord acted in “bad 
faith” when refusing to return 
part of a deposit. 
Deposits could not exceed 
two months rent for an unfur­ 
nished home or apartment or 
three months rent for a fur­ 
nished dwelling.

Judge faces recall for rape comment 


MADISON. Wis 
(UPI) - 
Dane County Judge Archie 
Simonson faced recall today for 
his remarks that a boy accused 
in a sexual assault may have 
been reacting normally to 
moral permissiveness and 
provocative attire commonly 
worn by women. 
Simonson. 52. faced five oppo­ 
nents in today’s unprecend- 
ented recall election and could 
become the first state official 
ousted from office since the 
recall amendment was adopted 
in 1926 
The judge’s troubles began 
May 25 with comments he made 
in sentencing a boy who had 
pleaded no contest to a charge 
of second degree sexual as­ 
sault. The boy was one of three 
accused of attacking a girl in a 
stairwell at West Side High 
School. 
Before sentencing. Simonson 
asked rhetorically whether he 
should punish severely someone 
who may be reacting normally 
to provocative dress and sexual 
permissiveness. 
“It (sex) is readily availa­ 
ble,” Simonson said. “It is real­ 
ly wide open and are we sup­ 
posed to take an impression­ 


able person 15 or 16 years of age 
who can respond to something 
like that and punish that person 
severely because they react to 
it normally?” 
The girl who was attacked 
had been wearing blue jeans 
and a blouse over a turtle neck 
sweater. Simonson said later he 
was not concerned with the par­ 
ticulars of the case — not even 
fully aware of them — when he 
made his comments. 
He said he was generalizing 
about the sexual permissive­ 
ness prevalent in and around 
Madison and was not familiar 
with the specifics of the case 
because it was assigned to him 
at the last minute and because 
there was no trial. 
One of Simonson’s opponents 
charged last week the judge 
lied in saying he did not have all 
the facts in the case and said a 


delinquency petition included 
the facts. 
Simonson also had main­ 
tained that second degree sex­ 
ual assault covers everything 
from stealing a kiss to rape. 
The law, however, says nothing 
about stealing a kiss. Simonson 
admitted during the weekend he 
had not read the law and was 
“exaggerating a little bit.” 


Simonson sentenced the youth 
to a year in a state home for 
boys, but told him he could stay 
at home if he kept out of trou­ 
ble. 
Two weeks ago. however, the 
youth was arrested on suspicion 
of stealing a bicycle and sent to 
the home. 


LONDON (UPI) - There is 
no bread, fewer planes come 
and go, electricity is shaky, 
some newspapers are missing, 
car factories are silent — and 
there were indications today 
Britain’s labor problems would 
worsen. 
A sudden strike by 33,000 
bakery workers demanding ad­ 
ditional pay for working on a 
holiday stripped grocery 
shelves Tuesday. Some shop­ 
keepers reported “ panic 
buying” and many said they 
would have no bread at all to­ 
day. 
“We’re sorry about the in­ 
convenience to housewives,” 
one strike leader said, "but 
there will be no bread from us 
until there is a settlement.” 
More strikes seemed inevita­ 
ble after Prime Minister James 
Callaghan’s strong speech 
Tuesday to the Trades Union 
Congress, Britain’s central 
labor union organization. 
Callaghan said his govern­ 
ment, as part of its battle 
against inflation, would contin­ 
ue fighting to keep wage in­ 
creases low and spaced at least 
12 months apart. 
The Union Congress was 
voting today on whether to back 
the government’s program. The 


outcome was in doubt. 
Dozens of wage claims far 
surpassing Callaghan’s 10-per­ 
cent guidelines already are on 
negotiating tables. The strikes 
and walkouts plaguing thé 
country came from workers 
who would not wait. 
Talks aimed at ending a two- 
week job action by air traffic 
control assistants went on late 
into Tuesday night, then broke 
down in deadlock. 
Delays on incoming and out­ 
going international flights 
remained minimal and most of 
the flights that had to be 
canceled were domestic flights 
by the government-owned Brit­ 
ish Airways. 
Electricity officials warned 
of possible blackouts due to a 
wildcat walkout of power sta­ 
tion workers.

Seniors' needs aired at 
forum by non-seniors

(Editor’s Note: This is the second of 
two articles based on last week’s public 
forum sponsored by the Tri-Counties 
Area Agency on Aging (AAA) to deter­ 
mine needs of local senior citizens.) 
Barry Wilson had waited as long as he 
could for the seniors to make public the 
needs they so often express to him. 
When it became apparent they didn’t 
intend to speak up, he made his way to 
the microphone. 
One of his chief concerns was for AAA 
to get all of the fragmented senior 
centers and services under one roof. 
From there, he went right down the 
list. 
T ransportation rated very high 
because of its link to so many other 
necessary senior services. 
In itself, he asked for transportation, 
including the special service to accom­ 
modate those in wheelchairs, “for shopp­ 
ing, to go see their friends or whatever.” 
The physical disabilities of some of the 
aging, he said, make it impossible for 
them to stand and wait for a bus. 
He asked for health care and health 
services for all seniors everywhere, in­ 
cluding transportation to get to their doc­ 
tors. And help for the seniors with shop- 
ping. 
Information and referral he felt was 
necessary to assist the seniors with 
“everything not black and white.” 
Other concerns were housing, escort 
service, crime prevention and recreation 
— because it’s a good thing, he said, “for 
old people to have somebody push them” 
into getting their minds on something 
besides their problems. 
But of all his concerns for the aging, 
nutrition seemed to occupy much of 
Wilson’s thinking 
A strong advocate of Meals On Wheels, 
he said he hoped AAA could do 


something about people whose meals are 
provided for five days and have nothing 
the other two. 
He hopes AAA can expand the service 
to cover Saturday at least. 
Other speakers were invited to express 
their views. 
But when none were 
forthcoming, Mayor Charlotte Benton 
took her stand at the microphone. 
Mayor Benton informed the audience 
of a current program sponsored by CAC 
which will insulate homes of qualifying 
low income families and senior citizens 
free of charge. 
Help also is coming, she said, to pay 
City of Lompoc electrical bills for those 
whose bills are more than 25 per cent 
higher this year than last and for 
families who are up to $250 behind in 
their bills. 
She also advised that it’s perfectly 
legitimate for those who lack only two or 
three quarters of qualifying for Social 
Security benefits to hire out to their 
neighbors and hire neighbors in similar 
circumstances in return, in this way pay­ 
ing in the lacking quarters. 
But the city cannot be blamed, she 
said, for utilities going up in relation to 
Social Security raises because the city 
budget is made once a year and has 
“nothing to do with anything but need.” 
She thinks som ething could be 
“worked out” to provide meals for more 
than five days a week “but it takes lots of 
volunteers,” she said, who can only give 
so much of themselves. 


The forum seemed to be over when 
Wilson stood: 


“In view of the fact that many people 
haven’t stood up to say anything,” he 
said looking around, “I’m wondering if 
they really know why they’re here!” 
There were others who wondered, too. 
But when 
no one further spoke, AAA 


president Bernadine Hall assured the 
group that their lists of concerns would 
be tabulated and, based on those results, 
a “plan” would be made. 
Then she thanked everyone for coming 
and said, “I hope you had a good tim e.” 
Lompoc seniors’ input into Phase I 
seemed to be over. 
Phase II of the project will see evalua­ 
tion of all information gathered in Phase 
I formed into an Area Plan document to 
be presented for approval to the AAA Ad­ 
visory Council and Board of Directors. 
In Phase III the Area Plan will be 
presented to the public for review and 
comment which will be considered when 
refining the draft in Phase IV. 


Finally, the completed draft will be 
forwarded to the California Department 
of Aging for approval. 
Tri-Counties AAA was founded three 
years ago to coordinate and develop 
programs to help senior citizens. 
Funded under the Older Americans 
Act with federal money, its budget must 
be approved by the state. 


Initially, the state rejected the 
organization’s application for third-year 
funding because too much of its proposed 
budget was slated for administrative 
costs. 
Some criticized that with such high 
operating costs, much of the money 
channeled through the AAA for senior 
programs wasn’t 
getting any further 
than the agency itself. 
As finally proved, however, the budget 
also included salaries for five new posi­ 
tions. 
But if local seniors felt they weren’t 
getting a fair shake in any respect at all 
they certainly weren’t making their 
gripes public. 
Or else they had their chance and they 
blew it.

Turner came to the United States in 
1955 and it was in Salt Lake City, Utah, 20 
years ago, that he began playing bridge.

Sale of the Copenhagen Art 
Galleri in Hamlet Square in 
Solvang by C liff and Joyce 
Aronson to Ron and Kathy Odell 
of Solvang, was announced to­ 
day. 
The Galleri, which features 
the works of some of the 
country’s leading artists and 
which, according to Aronson, is 
rated as among the top 15 
galleries in the country and 
among the leading three on the 
West Coast 
The galleri was launched by 
Aronsons on Ju ly 1, 1964 in the 
then-spanking new Damsh- 
styled Hamlet Square which 
was built by the late Alan 
Jackson along Copenhagen 
Drive and Second Street One of 
the square's principal features 
is its giant blue windmill which 
fronts the intersection of the 
two streets. 
The Aronsons and their 
galleri were the first tenants 
in the new structure. In the ear­ 
ly days following their opening 
fool traffic by tourists to the 
Hamlet Square ‘*end of town,” 
was practically nil Today, with 
Solvang hosting a larger and 
larger number of visitors each 
year, the Hamlet Square area is 
easily as busy as the “ uptown'' 
sector along Copenhagen 
between First and Alisal and 
along Alisal Road. 
Under the direction of the 
Aronsons the galleri has at­ 
tained nationwide prominence. 
The Aronson’s started off with 
700 square feet of floor space 
and today, following two expan­ 
sion projects — one on the first 
upper level and another above 
that, the galleri contains 1,800 
square feet of floor space. 
The roster of artists who are 
currently showing their work at 
the g alleri or did exhibit 
sometime in the past include 
Robert Watson. Steven Scott, 
John Cody, and Eyvind Earle, 
who were among the original 
group, and Yasu Eguchi, Peter 
Ellenshaw, 
Donald 
Hedine, 
Tom Phillips, Paul Detlefsen, 
Andre Andreoli, Oscar Van 
Young and Stan Stokes 
Prior to opening the galleri, 
Aronson was a theaterical 
agent for 20 years and handled 
such star entertainers as John­ 
ny Mathis, Rowan and Martin. 
Louis Arm strong. George 
Shearing, Benny Goodman and 
Tommy Dorsey. 
After turning the operation of 
the galleri over to Odell Sept 
19, Aronson plans on remaining 
at the galleri in an advisory 


capacity for a period and will 
then enter a field somewhat 
akin to his theatrical agent 
work He is starting a personal 
management of artists firm. 


Initially he will work with 40- 
year-old Yasu Eguchi who was 
born in Japan and who now 
lives in Santa Barbara. In 
c o o p e ra tio n 
w ith 
the 
Copenhagen Galleri. Aronson 
will do a show with Eguchi Nov. 
21 at the prestigious Hammer 
Gallerv in New York City 


Entering the field ot art and 
operating a gallery will be an 
entirely new experience for 
Odell who moved to Solvang 16 
months ago from Sherman 
Oaks after relinquishing his 
post as head of Palm Proper­ 
ties. Inc., a real estate 
brokerage firm with offices in 
C a lifo r n ia , 
N evada 
and 
Arizona. 


Shortly after com ing to 
Solvang with his wife, Odell 
built The Little French Inn. He 
no longer has an interest in the 
restaurant and at present is in­ 
volved in the development of a 
near $2 million Danish-styled 
complex which will be built on 
Copenhagen Drive between At- 
terdag Road and Fourth Place. 
TTie complex will include space 
for 23 retail shops and will 
feature a cobblestone street 
which will pass under a huge 
clock tower 


Odell expects to break ground 
on the d e v e lo p m e n t in 
November with the building 
timetable calling for comple­ 
tion in about nine months. 


Odell, who with his wife, has

Dentists sue 
to keep written 
license test 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Written examinations for out- 
of-state dentists who want to 
practice in California should 
not be abandoned, the Cali­ 
fornia Dental Association said 
in a suit filed Tuesday in 
Superior Court. 
The suit seeks to prevent the 
state Board of Dental Examin­ 
ers from allowing dentists 
licensed in other states to avoid 
taking the California examina­ 
tion. 
In F eb ru ary , the board 
decided to accept proof of 
licensing from any other state 
in lieu of the written examina­ 
tion The new rule was to take 
effect Sept. 13. 
However, Superior Court 
Judge Charles Phillips issued a 
temporary restraining order 
stopping the board from consid­ 
ering applications from out-of- 
state dentists until the legal is­ 
sues could be resolved 
The association claimed that 
new regulations will lower the 
standards for dentists in the 
state

Soviets seize 
Orwell works 
at book fair 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Copies of 
George Orwell’s classic works 
on totalitarianism. “ 1984” and 
“ Animal Farm ,” were seized 
by Soviet police before they 
could be displayed on the open­ 
ing day of the F irst Inter­ 
national Book Fair. 
Controversy surrounded the 
fair long before Tuesday’s 
opening, with the American 
publishing 
industry debating 
the issues of censorship and 
human rights violations in the 
Soviet Union. 
Only 
U.S. exhibitors are 
taking part, compared to 375 at 
the annual Frankfurt, West 
Germany, book fair. 
Russians who paid the 50- 
kopek (68 cents) admission fee 
pored over hundreds of books 
but were not allowed to buy 
any. 
The Orwell books — available 
everywhere in the Western 
world — were among a series of 
works the Soviets considered 
objectionable, the publishers 
said 
American paperback editions 
of the Orwell books were con- 
fiscAted by teams of customs 
police before they could be dis­ 
played at the exhibits set up by 
U.S., British and West German 
publishing houses 
The Soviets notified the 1.300 
exhibitors from 64 countries in 
advance they must not show 
books containing pornography, 
excessive violence or “advocat­ 
ing war or race or national ex­ 
clusiveness, offending the 
national dignity of other ex­ 
h ib ito r s .

WOODLAND, Calif. (UPI) - 
An Iraq student accused of 
shooting two fellow University 
of California at Davis students 
to death has been ordered to un­ 
dergo psychiatric tests at a 
state hospital. 
Yolo County Superior Court 
Judge Harry Ackley issued the 
order Tuesday after Khalid Al- 
Amin, 34, of Baghdad. Iraq, 
pleaded innocent by reason of 
insanity to two counts of 
second-degree murder in the sl­ 
ayings of two Sudanese students 
last April 26. 
Al-Amin told the court, 
" T e le v is io n , m ed ia and 
newspapers were informing me 
and giving me messages to kill 
three people including myself .” 
The charge was reduced from 
first-degree murder under an 
agreement between the prose­ 
cution and the public defender 
which resulted in the plea and 
the order that the defendant un­ 
dergo 90 days of psychiatric 
study at the Atascadero State 
Hospital for the Criminally In­ 
sane. 
Attorneys indicated the ac­ 
tion was the first step to com­ 
mitting Al-Amin for treatment 
at the mental hospital foi an 
undetermined length of time. 
Salaheldin Ahmed Hamid, 29, 
was shot to death when he 
opened the door of his apart­ 
ment and Ali Ahmed Irahim, 33. 
was fatally wounded while in 
bed. Al-Amin was arrested 
while running with a pistol in 
his hand near the scene of the 
shootings. 
The following day, Al-Amin 
failed in an attempt to hang 
himself in his jail cell.

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PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
Newsman Dot Bolles, saying he 
was “not going to make it,” 
named the man he believed 
planted a bomb beneath his 
automobile, according to a 
woman who rushed to Bolles’ 
side after the explosion. 
“ ‘John Adamson did it,” ’ 
Leslie Evitt quoted Bolles as 
saying. ‘“ Whatever you do, 
don’t forget this because I’m 
not going to make it. I should 
have checked out my car. It’s 
my fault.’” 
Mrs. Evitt. testifying Tues­ 
day in the murder trial of 
Phoenix c o n tra c to r Max 
Dunlap and Chandler plumber 
James Robison, that she was 
.one of the first persons at the 
scene of the explosion June 2, 
1976 
Bolles was trying to talk, she 
said, so she put her head on his. 
‘“It’s our anniversary. Get in 
touch with my wife,”’ Mrs. 
Evitt quoted Bolles. 
Lonnie Reed also heard the 
explosion and rushed to help. 
He also said he heard the fatal­ 


ly injured newsman say “John 
Adamson” several times. 
Bolles died several days after 
the blast. 
"If I don’t make it, Emprise 
did it. There was a bomb in my 
c a r ,’’ was w hat W illiam 
Anderson testified he heard 
Bolles say, while Fire Capt. 
Gerald Van Zant said Bolles 
mentioned the Mafia. 
Emprise is a firm involved in 
Greyhound dog racing in 
Arizona. 
Adamson has pleaded guilty 
to second-degree murder in the 
case and has agreed to testify 
against Dunlap and Robison. 
Adamson said in earlier court 
hearings that Dunalp hired him 
to kill Bolles and that Robison 
helped build the bomb. 
Political writer Bernie Wynn, 
Bolles’ co-worker at the Arizo­ 
na Republic, told the jury that 
on the day of the bombing, 
Bolles left a note saying he was 
going to meet a source in a land 
fraud story. 
Bolles did not name the 
source, Wynn said, but de­ 


scribed him as a “sleazy look­ 
ing bastard” who was going to 
give him information allegedly 
linking land fraud cases to 
former Rep. Sam Steiger, Sen. 
Barry Goldwater and jeweler 
Harry Rosenzweig. 


“ Have gone to meet that guy 
with the info on Steiger at the 
Clarendon,” Wynn quoted the 
note.

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Electronic pioneers to note 
50th birthday of television 


LOS ALTOS HILLS (UPI) - 
A group of electronic pioneers 
gather around an old tube ap­ 
paratus today to celebrate the 
birth of television 50 years ago 
by recreating the first video 
transmission. 
Engineers, including 75-year- 
old Toby Rutherford, have been 
preparing for the event — the 
transmission of a straight line 
— at Foothill College’s Science 
Museum for about three weeks. 
The group is to show how 
Philo T. Farnsworth, who died 
in 1971. produced the first im­ 
age. a simple line etched on a 
plate of glass. They are using 
the original equipment to 
recreate the experiment of 
Sept. 7. 1927 
Rutherford, of Knutley, N .J., 
worked with Farnsworth on the 
original experiment and was 
still busy Tuesday night solder­ 
ing wires and checking out the 
old tubes for the device. 
“ We were a tight-knit group 
at the time, like a family,” 
Rutherford said. “ That’s what 
I’m doing here. We were a 
family and it feels good to be 
coming back.’’ 
Rutherford said everything 
went smoothly for the recrea­ 
tion of the experiment except 
finding some needed parts.

Unwanted chemical used 
in Vietnam destroyed 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Ameri­ 
ca’s love-hate affair with her­ 
bicide orange has ended in a 
shimmering heat wave 1,000 
miles west of Hawaii. 
The m iracle agricultural 
chemical that became a de­ 
spised, unwanted toxic, went 
out in a blaze of 2,732 degrees 
fahrenheit Tuesday as the last 
of the Vietnam defoliant was in­ 
cinerated aboard the Dutch ship 
Vulcanus. 
More than 11 million gallons 
of h erbicide orange w ere 
spread like tropical rain over 
the length and width of Vietnam 
during seven years of aerial 
spraying by specially modified 
Air Force tankers. 
Then, after South Vietnamese 
newspapers blamed the spray­ 
ing for increased birth defects, 
it took the U.S. Air Force seven 
more years to satisfactorily 
dispose of what had suddenly 
become a horror fluid. 
Not only was it suddenly 
dangerous to man, but also to 
sooty terns, brown noddies, 
wedge-tailed 
shearw aters, 
tomato plants, fathead min­ 
nows, jellyfish, phytoplankton 
and butterfly fish. 


The weed killer that had been 
sold commercially across hard­ 
ware counters for 30 years, and 
stored in barns from Maine to 
Oregon, suddenly became such 
a cataclysmic threat that the 
two-and-a-half mile railroad 
track linking the Gulfport, 
Miss, storage area with the 
dock had to be rebuilt before 
authorities would allow the 
960,000 gallons to be moved. 
“ And the cars were allowed 
to move only at a speed of two 
and a half miles an hour to pre­ 
vent any derailment,” said Col. 
Stanley A. Morrow, director of 
the current disposal operation. 
The colonel estim ated $5 
million was spent by the Air 
Force during the seven years it 
took to finally find and carry 
out a government approved 
method of destroying the 45 
pounds of dangerous TCDD (2-

Call her 'Sister' when 
she reads your palm 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Palm reading is not the sort of 
thing you’d expect to find a Catholic nun doing, but Sister 
Grace Mary Flickinger specializes in it. 
However, she’s quick to add, it’s all in the name of science. 
Sister Grace Mary is one of a handful of scientists around 
the world specializing in “ dermatoglyphics” — the study of 
palm prints and fingerprints for clues to genetic defects and 
other health problems. 
All those little lines, ridges, loops and whorls — often 
studied by fortune tellers to “ predict the future” — may ac­ 
tually give doctors and scientists a method of checking 
whether infants have Down’s Syndrome (mongolism), are 
prone to leukemia, or carry the traits of sickle cell anemia 
What’s more, the initial tests would be quick, painless and 
cheap. 
“ You could do a finger and palm print at birth, because it’s 
not going to change the rest of life,” Sister Grace Mary said. 
“ There’s no one characteristic which would pinpoint any 
sort of gen etic d ise a se (but) there a re certain 
characteristics w h i c h would be more common.” 
The nun, an assistant professor of biology at Xavier 
University, earned her doctorate in biology, doing research 
in genetics through dermatoglyphics. For her dissertation, 
she took more than 300 finger and palm prints. 


Presley's bodyguard says death 
threats often made against star 


HONOLULU (U PI) - Ed 
Parker, one of several body­ 
guards for the late E lvis 
Presley, says he often used 
karate to protect the rock star 
and that many death threats 
were made against him. 


In an in terv iew in the 
Wednesday Honolulu Adver­ 
tiser, Parker said Elvis “ did 
have threats, many of them. I 
had to use karate nine times to 
protect him. 


“ The latest threat was from a 
mob that planned to assassinate 
him as an extortion example to 
blackmail other stars. An in­ 
former tipped us off.” 


P ark er also said he felt 
p riv ileged to have known

extremely generous.” 
He said a book recently 


published by three of Presley’s 
form er bodyguards was the 
work of “ soreheads.” 
“ Sometimes after a perfor­ 
mance, he’d be so keyed up, the 
doctor would have to give him a 
shot to relax. To him it was 
worth every last ounce of his 
strength to hear them cheer.” 
He said Elvis looked “ wrung 
out” three tours ago in Baton 
Rouge. 
Elvis was also “ extremely 
w e ll-re ad ,” 
acco rd in g 
to 
Parker, 
“ He could find a reference in 
seconds. I remember once dis­ 
cussing color psychology with 
him and he reached for a book, 
opening it to the exact page to 
prove his point and telling me 
he had not read the book in two 
years.” 
He said Elvis had “ stacks and 
stacks of books.” 


Regarding Elvis’ legendary 
generosity, Parker had numer­ 
ous examples, including two 
gold rings he wore One is stud­ 
ded with 22 diamonds and the 
other is a rare U.S. gold piece 
encircled with diamonds.

Revealing the committee’s 
reasoning for the first time, he

‘‘I don’t know how such gar­ 
bage got started,” McCullough 
said “If we had any reason, 
we'd have put a lot of pressure 
on the syndicate to get rid of 
him (Turner) in the beginning.” 
The committee decided Aug. 
30 that Courageous would de­ 
fend sailing’s top prize against 
foreign challenger Australia in 
final races beginning Sept 13. 
Independence, skippered by 
Marblehead, Mass. sailmaker 
Ted Hood, got the ax after los­ 
ing to Courageous by one 


minute. 23 seconds on Aug. 29 


West Coast challenger Enter­ 
prise, which had fired skipper 
Lowell North in a last-minute 
move to improve performance, 
was knocked out the next day 
after losing to Courageous by 
one minute, 26 seconds, leaving 
Turner to defend the Cup. 


In the meantime, Turner said 
the only pressure to curb his 
style came from King’s Point 
Syndicate head Lee Loomis, 
who retained the right to fire 
Turner as skipper if his 
behavior becam e too out­ 
rageous

granted, say the authorities, 
without a new law. 
So the district now must look 
for a fast alternative and sack 
lunches appear to be the 
answer. The district m ay con­ 
tract the food services of 
another school district or with 
the local Associated Student 
Body.

the sole business of education 
— not the restaurant or cater­ 
ing business.

WASHINGTON — Senate Minority 
Leader Howard Baker. R-Tenn , rounded 
up enough fellow Republicans recently to 
block public financing of Senate elec­ 
tions 
He also concocted a slick scheme 
to raise private funds for those same 
Republicans 
The able and agile Baker signed his 
name to a fund-raising 
letter which discussed 
the need for a strong 
national defense. The 
need for cam paign 
funds was barely men­ 
tioned The letter was 
mailed to about one 
million well heeled 
prospects. 
A detailed question­ 
naire. identified as the 
“ 1977 
N a tio n a l 
Defense Survey,” was 
enclosed in the sam e 
envelope. ‘ ‘ I ’ve gone 
registered a special survey number in 
your name.” explained Baker, “ ...so that 
the results can be tabulated accurately 
and quickly." 
The Senate Republican leader con­ 
tinued urgently: 
“ I personally believe 
this is NOT the time to gamble, in any 
way, with our national defenses ... But I 
want to know what you think That’s why 
I ve sent you this specially numbered 
survey assigned for your personal use.” 
Oh yes, $300.000 had to be raised. 
Baker added, to fund two top priority 
projects “ (1) distribute nationally the 
1977 S U R V E Y ON N A T IO N A L 
D EFEN SE to thousands of Americans 
and (2) elect Republicans to the U.S. 
Senate who’ll vote to keep our defense 
strong ” 
The questionnaires and the checks 
began rolling in this summer. 
The 
checks were processed bv the Bank of 
Virginia, which carefully deposited the 
money and kept a list of contributors. 
But those top-priority questionnaires 
were dumped unceremoniously into the 
trash. 
Sources at the bank told us that 20,000 


to 30,000 questionnaires were discarded 
without bothering to tabulate the results. 
It looked suspiciously as if the defense 
survey were merely a gimmick to raise 
campaign funds, being that it’s easier to 
extract money from the citizenry in the 
name of patriotism than politics. 
Our reporter Vance Hawthorne con­ 
fronted GOP officials with the allega­ 
tions that, once the checks had been 
carefully removed from the envelopes, 
the urgent survey results were thrown in 
the trash. 
“ Completely inassurate,” 
retorted the officials. 
Our sources, nevertheless, stuck by 
their story. 
One furnished us with a 
sworn affidavit 
declaring: “ I was as­ 
signed to the mailing services section of 
the Bank of Virginia where I was put to 
work ... processing m ail for the 
Republican National Senatorial Commit­ 
tee 
I was directed by my supervisor to 
throw away the surveys involved in the 
mailing.” 
Immediately after our inquiries, our 
sources reported, the check processors 
were issued new instructions to begin 
saving the questionnaires. We went back 
to the GOP 
This time a spokesman 
acknowledged that 20,000 to 30.000 
questionnaires had been discarded 
because of a “ misunderstanding." 
Three bank sources assured us, 
however, that there had been no mis­ 
understanding. The bank had received 
explicit instructions, they insisted, to 
throw out the questionnaires. 
Since the names and addresses had 
been filed, the Republicans have now 
followed up quietly with a new letter to 
those whose q u estio n n aires were 
deposited in the trash. 
This letter is 
signed not by Baker but by Robert 
Moore, the executive director of the 
campaign committee. 
“ Unfortunately, due to a processing 
error,” he explains, “ the original survey 
assign ed to your nam e w as not 
tabulated 
And that really concerns 
me.” 
Now, the survey results are being 
tabulated, albeit belatedly. 
So are the 


contributions, which haave already 
reached about $250.000. The money is be­ 
ing distributed in $10,000 bundles to 
Republican senators who are running for 
re-election next vear. 
SOCIAL SEC U R ITY M ESS: 
We 
receive dozens of letters and calls every 
day from citizens who complain that the 
Social Security system has short­ 
changed them. The agency is so bound 
up in red tape and confusing regulations 
that the frustrated claimants are often 
cheated out of money owed to them by 
the government. 
We receive far too many complaints 
for our small staff to investigate. The 
best we can do is to make random in­ 
quiries. 
We heard, for example, from 
Dorothy Lopez whose husband .Joe, had 
been injured on a construction job help­ 
ing to save another man's life in a fall 
from an unsafe scaffold Joe Lopez was 
so severely injured that he was forced to 
quit work. 
In 1975, he applied for disability 
benefits from Social Security. He had a 
right to these benefits which should have 
been granted without a hassle 
Instead, 
he was denied benefits three times, then 
granted a measly $136 monthly allotment 
to maintain his family of three. 
Only 
$4 40 a month was allowed, for example, 
to raise his son 
Dorothy Lopez spent the next 18 
months fighting Social Security officials 
for a just allotment. They gave her the 
runaround until she finally wrote to us in 
desperation. “ No one seems to care,” 
she wrote wearily. " I t’s all covered up " 


We found that the Lopez family was 
entitled to three times what they had 
been paid. Em barrassed officials admit­ 
ted that Dorothy had been right all along. 
Result: 
Their monthly check was in­ 
creased to over $400 


But millions of other Americans are 
not so fortunate Congressional sources 
say eligible persons often receive 
nothing, while those not entitled to pay­ 
ments find ways to squeeze money out of 
the cumbersome Social Security system.

I have been disappointed by the 
current level of debate concerning the 
Panama Canal. There has been a lot of 
breast beating about "national security” 
and the right of the United States to exer­ 
cise sovereign prerogatives over the 
Canal Zone “ in perpetuity." What seems 
lacking in this debate is how did the U S 
gain sovereign rights over Colombia’s 
real estate in perpetuity. 


It is revealing to note that two weeks 
prior to the signing of the Hay-Banau 
Varilla Treaty, which gave the United 
States rights to construct the canal, no 
Panama existed 
In fact, no Panama­ 
nian signed the treaty. 
Banua Varilla, 
who signed for the Panamanians was a 
Frenchman that stood to lose quite a bit 
of money and his reputation had the 
alternative sea-level canal been con­ 
structed through Nicaragua 
Both 
Varilla and the French Canal Company’s 
attorney, William Nelson Cromwell 
arranged the insurrection in Panama 
and the arrival on the scene of the U.S. 
gunboat Nashville to protect the in­ 
surrectionists. 
For his services, Mr. 
Cromwell received $800,000 - $60,000 of 
which found its way into the coffers of 
Teddv Roosevelt’s Republican Party. 


When asked if he fomented revolution 
in Panama, Teddy Roosevelt responded, 
“ While I was President, I kept my foot 
down on those revolutions so that when 
the revolution referred to did occur I did 
not have to foment it; I simply lifted by 
foot.” 


This is not an isolated case of 
Am erican foreign policy in Latin 
America. 
A case in point is the U.S. 
government’s role in the 1973 overthrow 
of Chile’s President Salvadore Allende 
The United States does not foment 
revolution, it simply lifts its feet.

Everyone who works in New York City 
will be affected by the Democratic 
primary next week, and it is provincial 
to suppose that only enrolled Democrats 
may participate in the public discus­ 
sions. 
This is true in general, but es­ 
pecially true in the current election 
because of the peculiar circumstances of 
the Republican party. 
The situation there 
has much to do with 
the gradual retire­ 
m e n t 
of 
N e l s o n 
Rockefeller who, it 
u s e d to be s a i d , 
“ o w n e d ” 
the 
Republican Party. 
That was largely, 
though not absolutely, 
t r u e . 
S t i l l 
the 
Republican organiza­ 
tion in New York is in- 
ertially liberal and un­ 
der the circum stances fielded Roy 
Goodman as its candidate. 
About Mr. 
Goodman it would be sufficient to say 
that he was an acquiescent member of 
the administration of John Lindsay. The 
kindest thing one could say about Mr. 
Lindsay is that he had the courtesy to 
join the Democratic Party during his 
eight-year war against the welfare of 
New York. 
Now Mr. Goodman was challenged by 
Barry Farber, by profession a radio 
commentator, who has devoted 20 years 
of his life to emancipating himself 
thoughtfully from liberal cliches, and 
has arrived impressively on the scene 
with realistic conservative prescrip­ 
tions, and the formal designation of the 
Conservative Party. 
However, the 
Goodman 
forces 
challenged Mr. 
Farber’s petitions. It is obvious that in 
doing so they did not really hope to suc­ 
ceed But it is a routine harassment and 
had the marvelous effect of keeping Mr. 
Farber technically out of the Republican 
race during the crucial month of August 
and denying him the newspaper publicity 
he’d otherwise have gotten. 
It is now 
clear that he will be on the ballot, but 
will suffer great disadvantages from 
having been ignored during most of the 
primary period. 
All the publicity has gone to the 
Democratic race, and it is time to make 
a declaration here. The publicity star of 
that race is of course Bella Abzug, who 
would appear to be moonlighting from 
her regular job with Olson and Johnson's 
“ Hellzapoppin.” ’ She is a lady of primal 
energy who would do as much to destroy 
the credit of New York as a center of 
sobriety, thought, and progress, as any 
whirlwind of unreason. She has had the 
publicity edge, but the polls indicate that 
she is slipping 
It is very exciting to see volcanoes 
erupt, but it begins to dawn on many 
New Yorkers that the eruption would 
engulf not just David Rockefeller, Con 
E d . H L . Hunt, and Mark Hanna: but all 
of us Quite apart from the damage Mrs. 
Abzug would do wielding her own little 
hatchet at City Hall, one thing is very 
nearly certain, namely that if New York 
elected her as mayor, the Congress of 
the United States would reasonably 
decide that New York should take care of 
its own problems from now on. 
The other contenders are the incum­ 
bent Mr. Beame, who is fatally affected 
by the deterioration of New York City 
during his incumbency. Mr. Cuomo, a 
talented man, attracted the attention of 
Governor Hugh Carey as an unknown ar­ 
tist might catch the eye of a collector 
who thereupon becomes uncontrollable 
in his enthusiasm for that artist and 
keeps foisting him on all his guests. Mr. 
Cuomo, for all one knows, would make a 
splendid King of England, or president of 
the General Assembly of the United Na­ 
tions But there is a simply no reason to 
put him ahead of Edward Koch as mayor 
of New York 
Mr Koch is the premier Democrat in 
the race, and perhaps the only Democrat 
in history who has got simultaneously 
the endorsement of the Daily News and 
the New York Post. The most important 
thing about Koch, who has half been in 
Congress for ten years or so, is that he is 
the most obstinately independent man 
in town, a liberal in the actuarial sense 
of the word, but a man who has always 
been ready to look ideology in the face 
long enough to recognize its glass eye. 
He is a man of scrupulous honesty and 
devotion to duty, a public servant to his 
fingertips. 
I would of course vote for 
Farber against Koch, in a two-man race, 
since Farber and I are brothers. But in 
the Democratic Primary, Koch is the 
man of background and substance, and 
Oh God how some such person is needed 
in New York.
